Reuter’s diplomatic correspondent 
wrote that the Western move this 
evening took a fresh step forward In 
clearing the way for a new four- 
power conference.on Germany “free 
from duress" on all sides. 

Diplomatle observers in London 
believed that before any announce- 
ment -on the proposed conference 
cap be expected, the Soviet leaders 
and the Western envoys will have 
to ngree on a formula defining the 
measures to be taken by both sides 
to remove conditions of duress, 
it was thought. 


It was believed that M. Molotov 
may well wish to report -again to 
Marshal Stalin whlie the ‘three 
Western envoys may equally wish 
to report to London, Washington 
and Paris before a final agreement 
on various polnts can be reached. 

The next. step after such an 
agreement would be an announce- 
ment on the holding of a four-power 
conference, probably between the 
Foreign Ministers. No definite de- 
cision has yet been reached ‘among 
the Western powers on the proposed 
meeting place.—Reuter. 4 

BERLIN CONFIDENCE 

Berlin, Aug. ¢.—Increased con- 


fidence was expressed In Berlin to-} 


day by high Britlsh And American 
officials that the Russian blockade 
of the western scctors of the capital 
would be ended shortly os news of 
the fresh Western move in Moscow 
became known. 

None of the German railway staff 
has gone on holiday in caso tho 
blockade is Ufted suddenly, a Bri- 
tish official at the Helmstedt 
frontier: station sald, and four 
trains ‘londed with coal wero walt- 
Ing there ready to start for Berlin. 

Meanwhile, _ the Anglo-American 
authorities in Western Germany to- 
day announced a new Bizonal Con- 
trel organisation for the factories 
of the £500 million I. G. Farben 
industry, formerly run by the four 
powers. . 

‘The move, It was stated, would 
allow the Russians to “adopt parailel 
action” for the Farben plants In their 
zone, The -new organisation for 
controlling the Farben factories in 
Bizonta will split up the propertics 
of the trust, one of the greatest In 
the world, into Independent and 
complete units with German trustecs 
for cach scction. 2 

The two present Anglo-American 
Control officers and a new German 
commiltee will form the new _or- 
gonisation, to’ be known as the 
Bizonal IG.

The Russian refusal to unblock the 
frozen Enstern mark -accounts of 
western sector firms tanight forced 
the Western Military Governors to 
Erant big Western mark credits to 
firms which could. get pay. their 
wage bills. The firms will be able 
to draw up to 100 Western marks 
-for cach employee. 

Banks in the western sectors of 
Berlin will stay open on Sunday te 
pay out the money. ‘The lirms will 
not be ‘allowed to draw a total in 
‘Western marks greater than thelr 
blocked Eastern mark holdings. . 


ERRONEOUS STATEMENT 

A. British spokesman stated ecr- 
roncously last night that the Russlans 
had unblocked these accounts at the 
same time os-they granted the City 
Administration 25 million marks to 
jmeet their pressing wage bill.

‘So I've been collecting some 
duta on ‘smell myself, and here 
iy n round up of what I’ve found 
out. 


In the air 


jeu waves enable -you to 
see, and sound waves to 
hear, but there is no such com- 
parable thing as a smell wave, 
At least, nobody has discovered 
one yet. : 

So how does n smell get from 
the cheese or the onion to you? 
It comes in the form of minute 
invisible particles of the sub- 
stance you are smelling. 

They float in the air waiting 
for someone to sniff them. 
Snifling is a vital link in the 
process. The part of the nose 
that smells is high up in the 
nostrils, off the main roule of 
the air you breathe in. 

So you have to sniff to get it 
up there, otherwise you can't 
tell whdt it smells of. The 
particles settle on the business 
end of the nose, which then 
sends a”message to the brain to 
say there’s an onion about, 

The smelliest substance on 
earth is probably © a chemical 
ealled = mercaptan (CH SH),

In British countrics most of the 
work on these llnes has been done 
to stop the Inlv smelling. Some of 
the kinds used {n high-speed colour 
printing are the worst.

COUNTRY-WIDE POLL 
conducted -for the North- 
China Daily News by the 
Institute of Chinese Public 
Opinion reveals that.an over- 
whelming majority of the 
Chinese people consider them- 
selves worse off today than 
they, were twelve years ago. 
In this publie opinion _ poll, 


Opinion, directed by Wallace 
Johnston, canvassed the 
-opinions of people in 23 widely 
separated regions of China. -All 
classes of the rural and urban 
populations were included in 
the sample, and in the propor- 
tions in which it is estimated 
these classes exist in China. 

To the question: 

Do you belicve that your 
standard of living is better than 
it was in 1936, that is do you 
have more food, clothing and 
better -housing than you had in 
1936? 

The answers were: -

For this deterioration in 
their standard of living, blame 
was shared first of all by the 
Civil War, then followed infla- 
tion.

LAND AND WAGES 

As a standard of comparison 1930 
was taken not because it wis any 
particular landmark elther in peace 
vr prosperity in China but it was 
the last year of relative stability and 
peace which the country had 
enjoyed. 

Regional dircctors of the Institute 
of Chinese Public Opinion stress in 
thelr background reporis that the 
great masses of peasants ond 
workers intervidwed, state that land- 
holdings and wages have always 
been too low to provide adequately 
tor the large familles which are the 
rule rather than the exception in 
China. Landholdings in China vary 
between provinces and even within 
provinces themselves. However the 
frequency of pensant claims to 
possessing- between two and one halt 
acres’ and three and one half acres 
of Innd indicates that these holdings 
are most prevalent. 

Now considering that peasants 
who do ‘net own their own land are 
further burdened with the necessity 
of paying between one-third ond 
one-half of their produce as rent, 
it is not hard to imagine the plight 
of China's farmers. 


The proportion of landowners to 
tenant farmers show amazing varia- 
tions in different regions of China. 
Estlmnies arrived at by regional 
directors of the Institute of Chinese 
Public Opinion range from the 80 
percent tenant peasantry reported 
from parts of Hunan to the 50 per- 
cent reported from the environs of 
Soochow. And -91 percent of all 
landlords interviewed snid ~ they 
were worse off now than in 1938. 

PARALLEL FIGURES 

From_ the cltles almost parallel 
figures have been acquired. Of oll 
cities polled throughout China; 
labourers, — professional workers, 
merchants, bankers 4nd government 
employees state that- only 2 percent 
are better off.than In 1938, 84 per-

From these figures it is indeed 
obvious that the grent bulle of 
Chinese workers nnd peasants cxist 
at best on subsistence level. There 
is certainly - very lUlttle residue 
which they might contribute or 
from which they might be further 
taxed. Fundamentaliy this . haz 
been the result of age-old handi- 
cups, a searelty of Jand, and a Jack 
of industrialisation which could 
have drained off the surplus 
agrarian population, China's prob- 
lem. ts, when all ly sald and done, 
the problem of endeavouring to 
supply adequacy to a people to 
whom adequacy Is dented by lack 
of land; by Jack of room and 
machinery to employ the’ energies 
of its people. In this one might 
be tempted to state that China and 
all. slmilarlyover-populated coun- 
tries are imposslble cquations to 
domestle administration. They are 
world problems and must be re- 
solyed on a world scale by those 
who enjoy the room, the machinery, 
and the facillitles to employ the 
energles of the constricted and the 
impoverished, : 

It is doubtful if dividing up the 
land would prove any permanent 
amelioration of the problem,’ and 
certainly not {if Chinese peasants 
retain the old practice of every 
Heneration of dividing up their 
holdings among thelr cons. How- 
ever, reductlon of the exorbitant 
rents pald by peasants for the lands 
they cultivate would obviously 
automatically improve by — the 
nmounts of reduction, the condition 
of the estimated 65 pereent of 
Chinese. penzants ‘who are either 
tenant farmers or part owners.

THE THROW-IN 


Club Unenmen’s dutles are usually 
more associated with the throw-in 
from touch thon any other method 
of re-otarting play. It is important 

‘ that, they should know just what 
constitutes a properly taken throw- 
in. These points are outllned fn 
considerable detail in the Referees’ 
Chart under Law 15. 

The maln items to be concerned 
with are'the way ijn which the ball 
is thrown and positions of the 
thrower's fect. Tis question of the 
thrower's {cet Is double-edged. First 
of all the feet must ‘be stationary at 
the point over which the ball went | 

_ out of play. 


Many players: have a way of 
edging upfictd with two or threo 
hesltatory faints at throwing the 
- ball; others binandly gnore the lines- 
man who polnts out the proper place 
from which the throw should be 
taken, 


Some players have been known to 
goin as much ts ten yards by these 
“sipbling” tricks. By doing this they 
secure an unfalr ‘advantage = over 
thelr opponents—It Just isn't playing 
the game. 


Any tnesman, neutral or other- 
wise, should not henitute to wave his 
Hag high above hls head when such 
ticties are used.
